WASHINGTON, April 2S.—New articles proposed for inser- 


tion in the peace treaty to be considered at the plenary session 
of the peace conference today, the State Department announced 
today, include the following: 


Article I—The allied and associated powers publicly arraign 


William II of Hohenzoilern. former German emperor, not for an 


,, offense against criminal law but for a supreme offense against 
international morality and the sanctity of treaties. 


It is proposed that a special tribunal be constituted to try 


ithe accused, consisting of five judges, one appointed by eaca of 
the five great powers, the X'nited States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and japan. 


The allied and associated powers will request Holland to 


surrender the former emperor for trial. 


Persons accused of violation of the law and customs of war, 


.according to a second proposed article, will be brought before 
military tribunals and if found guilty, "sentenced to the punish- 


%ment laid down by military law." 


All persons accused of having committed an act in violation 


of the laws and customs o? war who are specified "either by 
name or by the rank, office or employment which they held 
under the German authority" will ,be demanded of the German 
government for trial by the military tribunal of the 
power 


against whose nationals the criminal acts were perpetrated. 


Article IV is as follows: 
"The German government undertakes to furnish all docu- 


ments and information of every kind, the'production of which 
may be considered necessary tip insure the full knowledge of the 
incriminating acts, the discovery; of the offenders and the just
